Perso ns 
u nder interdict are ex clu ded fro m all 
sacraments ex cept co nfessio n and will 
be denied ecclesiastical bu rial, tho u gh 
they are no t specifically cu t o ff fro m 
chu rch membership. 
“It’s the first time in my 17 y ears as 
a bisho p that I hav e issu ed perso nal 
interdict,” said Bisho p Frek ing, who 
say s he to o k the actio n with so me re­ 
lu ctance to disasso ciate Mrs. Van Ho o f 
and her shrine fro m the chu rch. “It’s 
v ery u nco mmo n.” 
“I’v e to ld Mrs. Van Ho o f she can 
believ e what she wants to ,” he said. 
“Bu t when she tries to get o ther peo ple 
to believ e it, then she has to su bmit to 
the au tho rity o f the chu rch.” 
Ray Pritzl, a spo k esman fo r Mrs.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Bo th sho rt- 
range and lo ng-range So cial Secu rity 
deficits are ex pected to be higher than 
prev io u sly pro jected, acco rding to a 
repo rt sent to Co ngress o n Mo nday . 
Tru stees o f the fo u r So cial Secu rity 
tru st fu nds said that the big Old Age, 
Su rv iv o rs and Disability Insu rance 
pro gram will fo r the first time this 
y ear pay o u t mo re than it will co llect in 
pay ro ll tax es. The deficit fo r the y ear 
is ex pected to to tal abo u t $3 billio n. 
Under cu rrent financing, tru stees 
said, the reserv es will be ex hau sted by 
1981. 
Pro jecting 75 y ears into the fu tu re, 
the tru stees said the av erage annu al 
deficit is ex pected to be abo u t 5.3 per 
cent. The tru stees’ repo rt last y ear 
pro jected an av erage annu al deficit o f 
3 per cent o v er the nex t 75 y ears. 
The sho rt-term financing pro blems, 
the repo rt said, are created by higher 
than anticipated inflatio n, bo o sting 
So cial Secu rity benefits, and higher 
u nemplo y ment which resu lts in less 
pay ro ll tax inco me. 
The lo ng-range deficit, the repo rt 
said, resu lts fro m an anticipated lo wer 
birth rate. The tru stees said that the 
fu tu re wo rk fo rce is ex pected to resu lt 
in a ratio o f abo u t 100 wo rk ers fo r 
ev ery 50 So cial Secu rity beneficiaries 
by the y ear 2030. The cu rrent ratio is 
100 wo rk ers fo r ev ery 30 beneficiaries.

That is particularly true in 
offshore fields, where many 
ex perts believ e the last major 
discov eries will de found.

federal g ov ernment’s attitude 
seems to be that it is ok for 
priv ate ex plorers to g o looking 
for offshore oil, but if any is 
discov ered ownership rig hts 
would be resolv ed at that 
point.

Solar energ y is free for the 
taking , and it will nev er run 
short.

pollution inv olv ed. Thus there 
are 
no ha ssles 
inv olv ing 
env ironmental, territorial or 
ownership matters.

Administration has proposed a

prog ram to encourag e owners

The Bahamas are 71H) scented 
boutonnieres on the bosom of the 
Atlantic Ocean. The water is pale 
g reen, so clear that I dropped 140 feet 
of line to the bottom and saw what 
appeared to be a busted sardine hit Üie 
bait. When he came up ov er the side of 
the boat, he was a four-and-a-half foot 
barracuda. 
Kelly and I fished all day and play ed 
roulette in the ev ening . We called it 
fish and chips. We made friends with 
Bahamians, a proud peqple whose 
chins were hig h and manners im­ 
peccable ev en when they were broke. 
A few y ears ag o the islands achiev ed 
independence. TTie white thiev es were 
driv en from Bay Street in Nassau. The 
nativ es, with shiny black skin un­ 
polluted by other races, were elected 
to Parliament and wore white curled 
wig s in the manner (rf the British. 
We stopped g oing to 
Bahamas. 
The Bahamians did not want to be the 
serv ants of the ug ly Americans who 
broug ht millions of dollars in tourism 
to the islands. Some became sullen. 
Others pretended not to hear when 
tourists asked for serv ice. The 
paradise of barg ains became the 
quicksands of swindle. 
Some of our old friends were “ busy ” 
when we called. The clearest seas in 
the world, the flame of wild poinsettias 
on the hills, the av enues of roy al palm 
trees were still there. The people, who 
had liv ed on fish and wild potatoes, 
could no long er endure the insolence of 
the laug hing , sweating American who 
had the dollars. 
Kelly and I miss the islands. 
Tomorrow, we will toss lug g ag e into 
Walter Lehmann J r.’s “ Sunny side 
Up,” a 38 -foot fiberg lass Eg g Harbor, 
and sail from Florida to Bimini. It 
could be pleasurable. We hav e fished 
the east rim of the Gulf Stream be­ 
tween Bimini and Memory Rock for a 
long time. 
You do not make the creasing unless 
the wind is southeast or south.

Set Summit 
For June 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will hold his summit meeting 
with Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin here in mid-June, according to 
qualified U.S. sources. 
The v isit, which follows Ford’s 
rendezv ous with Eg y ptian President 
Anwar Sadat in Salzburg , Austria, 
June 1-2, is desig ned to smooth the way 
for a successful Genev a peace con­ 
ference on the Middle East. 
U.S. officials cautioned, howev er, 
that no final decision has been reached 
on how to proceed with Arab-Israeli 
neg otiations bey ond Ford’s separate 
sessions with Sadat and Rabin. 
Contrary to most reports, an in­ 
terag ency task force headed by 
Undersecretary of State Joseph J. 
Sisco is not ex pected to complete its 
assessment of Middle East policy and 
Israel’s request for $2 .5 -billion in mili­ 
tary and economic aid for at least a 
month. 
When he called at the White House 
last month, Israeli Foreig n Minister 
Yig al AUon proposed that Ford meet 
with Rabin. 
The aim is to reaffirm a “ special 
relationship” with the J ewish state 
and ov ercome strains that dev eloped 
with the collapse of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissing er’s Sinai mission in 
March. 
Ford then arrang ed to ex pand his 
trip to Europe bey ond his meeting in 
Brussels May 29 -30 with leaders of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Org anization 
countries.

We’v e g ot a thumb sucking problem 
in our family . My husband is infuriated 
whenev er he sees our fiv e-y ear-old son 
suck his thumb. Are there any new 
way s to break tt^ habit? 
Mrs. L. R. R.,R.I. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
The causes of thumb sucking are not 
new, and there are no new treatments. 
It is obv ious that y our husband is not 
aware of the psy cholog ical factors 
inv olv ed in thumb sucking . Because of 
his fury and the accompany ing 
scolding and shaming , he is per­ 
petuating and more deeply inprinting 
the anx ieties and insecurities of y our 
child. 
Psy cholog ists ag ree that thumb 
sucking is the outg rowth of fears, 
anx ieties, insecurities and feeling s of 
inadequacy . There also is a concept 
that the sucking reflex must be 
satisified during infancy . When this is 
thwarted, thumb sucking may be 
ex tended into early childhood. 
The best way to treat this problem is 
not to treat it. If parents are more 
relax ed, 
sy mpathetic 
and 
un­ 
derstanding , if they ig nore the thumb 
sucking and try to learn what is 
creating it, then the problem wUl be 
resolv ed. 


Nag g ing , ang er, shame and fury 
may make the child stop thumb 
sucking , but will undoubtedly induce 
other psy cholog ical problems that are 
not so obv ious and tlwrefore far more 
difficult to correct. 
Ev en at this early ag e, consultation 
with a psy cholog ist or a psy chiatrist 
may uncov er the basic reason for y our 
son’s anx iety . When this is eliminated 
the thumb sucking will usually stop.

Dear Mr. W.: 
A hy drocele is a collection of fluid 
surrounding the testicle. There are a 
number of different ty pes and 
v ariations.

They are cured easily by simple 
surg ery . The results are ex cellent and 
they do not affect the fertility of the 
person.

Job prospects for this spring's 
newest crop of college graduates are 
dismal. 
Desperate students are queueing up 
for cracks at whatever is available, a 
campus phenomenon that is making 
college placement officials work 
harder and longer. 
Paul Ginsburg, dean of students at 
the University of Wisconsin, says it’s 
not unusual for 70 students to be 
waiting in line each day to discuss job 
possibilities. 
Charles 
Sunberg, 
placement 
director at UCLA, says, “ I really don’t 
know what adjective to use to describe 
the situation. Bad? Worse? It’s the 
worst I ’ve seen in many years.” 
Only for engineers, accountants and 
mathematics and science teachers is 
the employment outlook bright. But 
even in these areas, the number of job 
choices is considerably fewer than 
earlier anticipated. 
The College Placement Council, 
which is headquartered in Bethlehem, 
Pa., and compiles job offers received 
by 156 colleges and universities around 
the nation, says: 
“ Slim pickings for just about 
everybody but engineering candidates, 
and possibly accounting majors. Now, 
midway through the season, cutbacks 
appear to have hit engineering as 
well.” 
Doug Nichols, placement director at 
Shippensburg, Pa., State College, 
says, “ The cliche that a college 
education guarantees you a job is no 
longer true.” 
Jerry Richardson, assistant director 
of career planning at Ohio’s Bowling 
Green State University, blames the 
recession for the reduction in campus 
recruiting. 
“ A lot of companies are not quite 
sure what the economic picture is and 
are interviewing a little later than they 
used to,” Richardson says. “ A lot of 
them aren’t going to make any offers 
until July.” 
Some college seniors, faced with the 
dwindling job market further glutted 
by experienced laid-off workers, are 
making 
commitments 
to 
seek 
graduate and doctorate degrees.

graduates try to expand with a 
masters degree to give themselves 
more saleability.” 
But U C LA ’s Sundberg sharply 
disagrees. 
“ Going to graduate school just 
because you can’t find a job is the 
wrong thing to do,” he said. “ That’s 
not why a person should continue his 
education.” 
Richardson also claims continuing 
school just compounds the problem. 
"If you can’t get a job with a 
bachelor’s degree, you can’t get a job 
with a second degree, because many 
companies can’t afford that second 
degree,” Richardson says.

legislativ e leaders in bo th the Ho use 
and the Senate remain o ptimistic that 
the J uly 1 passage deadline will be 
met. 


During the past week, legislativ e 
activ ity increased as the 1,000 mark in 
bill intro ductio n was met.

In a recent po ll co nducted by the

was that 6 3 per cent o f tho se po lled 
acro ss the United States co uld no t 
name a single actio n undertaken by 
their scho o l bo ards during the last 
y ear. 
Scho o l bo ard members in Ohio are 
elected by the peo ple, and sho uld be 
respo nsible to the peo ple, just as I 
ex pect to be held acco untable fo r my 
actio ns to y o u. Ho wev er, ho w can y o u 
ho ld scho o l bo ards acco untable unless 
y o u kno w what the bo ards do , and who 
the members o f y o ur bo ard are0 


Each y ear the tick po pulatio n in Ohio 
increases, acco rding to Bo b Kramer o f 
the Pickaway Co unty Health Depart­ 
ment. 
And, because ticks can transmit 
diseases to humans, Kramer has 
o utlined the pro per m etho ds o f 
remo v ing ticks o nce they beco me 
attached to the bo dy . 
One metho d is to use fo re ceps and a 
needle, he say s. 
Perso ns 
sho uld insure 
that 
the 
equipm ent 
is 
sterilized 
befo re 
pro ceeding. The fo receps are used to 
grasp the tick near its mo uthpart and 
lift gently upward and fo reward. 
The needle sho uld be inserted be­ 
tween the skin and the tick to pry it o ut. 
Disinfectant sho uld be used. 
It is impo rtant, Kramer say s, no t to 
crush o r break the tick befo re the 
mo uthparts 
are 
pulled co mpletely 
fro m the skin. 
The seco nd metho d is to use so me 
ty pe o f alco ho l o r turpentine and a 
co tto n swab. 
The swab sho uld be dipped in the 
so lutio n and placed at the mo uthpart o f 
the biting tick. This will make the tick 


release its bite, he say s, and back o ff. 
The area sho uld be disinfected after 
the tick is remo v ed. 


Certain pro cedures can greatly 
reduce the chance o f being bitten by 
ticks, he say s. 
These include keeping pants tucked 
in so cks, shirt tail tucked in pants, and 
shirts butto ned at the wrist and neck; 
av o iding as much as po ssible co ntact 
with the gro und o r lo gs in bushy o r 
high grass areas; keeping brush o r 
weeds and grass cut back fro m paths 
in recreatio nal areas; and checking 
fo r and remo v ing ticks fro m pets 
Questio ns co ncerning ticks and their 
remo v al will be answered by the 
Pickaway Co unty Health Department 
staff.

(AP) - The 
To mbsto ne Ep itap h, a lengendary 
fro ntier newsp ap er which chro nicled 
the Old West’s sho o to u ts, is winning its 
stru ggle fo r su rv iv al, thanks to 13 
Univ ersity o f Arizo na stu dents and 
their p ro fesso rs. 
“These so -called kids hav e giv en u s 
o lder p erso ns so me insight into their 
ability ,” say s May o r Jack Hen­ 
drickso n, o wner o f the Lu cky Cass 
Restau rant here. “It seems so me o f 
these kids hav e mo re ability than u s.” 
E arlier this y ear, the weekly 
Ep itap h came dangero u sly clo se to 
p u blishing its o wn o bitu ap r. To mb­ 
sto ne, o nce a co lo rfu l mining city o f 
tho u sands, had dwindled to little mo re 
than 1,000. 
Fo r the Ep itap h, that sp elled 
declining rev enu e and a lo cal cir­ 
cu latio n o f barely 300. 
The first issu e o f the Ep itap h hit the 
bu stling streets o f To mbsto ne o n May 
1, 1880. Fo r decades, it co v ered the 
adv entu res o f p isto lero s and lawmen, 
inclu ding Wy att Earp , fro m a ram­ 
bling ado be bu ilding no t far fro m the 
O.K. Co rral. 
To day , Univ ersity

stu dents wo rk fro m an o ffice at the 
Chamber o f Co mmerce, sending their 
sto ries back to the Tu cso n camp u s fo r 
editing and ev entu ally to a co m­ 
mercial p rinter fo r p u blicatio n. 
The new arrangement dates to early 
this y ear, when the skidding eco no my 
fo rced newsp ap er o wner Haro ld Lo v e

Mangelsdo rf say s he feels his 
dep artment has eno u gh mo ney to keep 
the p ap er go ing fo r a y ear and sho u ld

Meanwhile, his stu ­ 
dents are receiv ing v alu able ex ­ 
p erience, he say s. 
The latest issu e o f the p ap er, the fifth 
since stu dents to o k it o v er, came o u t 
May 2.

R arest Shells Found 
In Stom achs O f Fish 


GREENVILLE, Del. (AP) - So me 
o f the wo rld’s rarest sea-sheUs co me 
fro m the bellies o f fish. 


Enterp rising co llecto rs are finding 
the mo st-p rized sp ecimens by catching 
and o p ening shell-eating fish in So u th 
Africa, the Philip p ines and Brazil, 
acco rding to Dr. R. Tu cker Abbo tt, a 
co ncho lo gist — shell scientist — at the 
new Delaware Mu seu m o f Natu ral 
Histo ry here. 
A rep o rt o n ex p isces (o u t o f fish) 
mo llu sks ap p ears in “Kingdo m o f the 
Seashell,” a bo o k written by Dr. 
Abbo tt. 
It rev eals that shells remo v ed fro m 
the sto mach o f fish hav e bro u ght an 
estimated $20,000 fro m co llecto rs o v er 
a fo u r y ear p erio d. Many o f these ex 
p isces sp ecimens are o btainable o nly 
fro m fish p redato rs becau se they liv e 
in inaccessible shallo w-water p laces. 


Rare co ne shells are o ften eaten by 
fish. These sp ecimens inclu de Glo ry - 
o f-India, the Glo ry -o f-Bengal and, 
p erhap s the rarest o f all ex p isces 
shells, the Du Sav el Co ne. It is kno wn 
fro m o nly o ne sp ecimen; it came fro m 
a fish cau ght o ff Mau ritiu s in 1871 in 
180 feet o f water.

Controversial Smoking Ban 
Bill Before Ohio Senate 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A Senate 
committee resumes hearings tonight 
on a controversial bill that would ban 
smoking in public places except in 
specifically designated areas. 
Members of the Senate Ways & 
Means Committee said they hope there 
will not be a repeat of an incident two 
weeks ago in which a non-smoker 
threatened to attack a tobacco lobbyist 
who lit a cigarette while seated next to 
him. 
Non-smokers outnumbered smokers 
about IO to I at the initial hearing, and 
Chairman Marigene Valiquette, D-ll 
Toledo, segregated the room before 
the hearing could proceed peacefully. 
The pending bill, same as one 
rejected by the Senate two years ago, 
would require Ohioans in such places 
as restaurants, theaters, churches, 
hospitals, hotels, elevators, buses, and 
government buildings to smoke only in 
areas “clearly posted ‘smoking 
areas’.” Presumably, it would be up to 
owners and managers to provide such 
areas.

Winter hammered over the Rockies 
and intermountain region early today 
dumping from three to nine inches of 
snow in parts of Utah and Montana. 
Snow, with rain at lower elevations, 
fell from southern Oregon into western 
Montana and Wyoming and down into 
northern Arizona. 
A heavy snow warning was issued 
through today for parts of Montana, 
where a foot or more snow was 
predicted. Heavy snow warnings were 
also posted for Colorado, and travel 
advisories were issued for the 
mountains of southeastern Idaho, 
where heavy snow was likely.

The United States will remove more 
than one-quarter of its troops stationed 
in Thailand in the next two months, 
taking its first major step toward total 
withdrawal from its last military 
foothold in Southeast Asia, it was 
announced today. 
The announcement, made jointly by 
the Thai and U.S. governments, said 
the authorized troop strength of 27,000 
would be cut 28 per cent to 19,500. The 
announcement did not say how many 
of the 350 U.S. 
military planes 
remaining from the armada that 
bombed Cambodia and North and 
South Vietnam will be allowed to re­ 
main. 
However, Thai Foreign Minister 
Chatichai Choonhavan said for the 
time being his country will hold on to 
130 South Vietnamese Air Force planes 
that were flown there by refugees. 
They are claimed by both the new 
Saigon regime and the United States, 
which gave them to the former Saigon 
government. 
He said there has been no contact so 
far between U.S. officials and the Thai 
government about the planes and the 
next step is to hold talks. Chatichai 
also said his government is ready to 
open diplomatic relations with North 
Vietnam. 
Saigon radio, monitored in Bangkok, 
today carried the first word of release 
of persons imprisoned by the old South 
Vietnamese regime. It broadcast an 
invitation by the new regime for newly 
freed political prisoners and their 
families to meet at a pagoda and help 
plan a welcome home ceremony for 
people returning from Con Son prison 
island.

To Testify 
In CIA Probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger is one of four 
past or present high-level government 
officials to 
appear 
before the 
Rockefeller commission as that panel 
enters the final month of its in­ 
vestigation of CIA domestic activities. 
In addition to Kissinger, Secretary of 
Defense James R. Schlesinger, former 
CIA Director John A. McCone and 
former national security adviser Walt 
W. Rostow are scheduled to testify 
today. 
All four have at one time been 
directly involved in directing CIA 
covert activities. 
Kissinger originally had been 
scheduled to testify last month but his 
appearance was postponed due to the 
absence of Vice President Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, the commission chair­ 
man. Critics of the commission have 
asserted that Rockefeller would not 
conduct a thorough investigation of 
Kissinger, a long-time friend and 
associate. 
Both Schlesinger, who headed the 
CIA briefly in 1973, and McCone, who 
served as director in the early 1960s, 
have made previous appearances be­ 
fore the commission. 
In early 1973, Schlesinger, who 
succeeded Richard M. Helms as 
agency chief, launched an internal CIA 
investigation in response to revela­ 
tions of CIA ties to the Watergate 
burglars. 
It was that investigation, completed 
by current director William E. Colby, 
which formed the basis for published 
allegations that the CIA conducted a 
massive, illegal spy campaign against 
anti-war 
dissidents 
and 
other 
Americans during the late 1960s and 
early 1970s. 
Kissinger and Rostow are expected 
to be asked whether the National 
Security Council, which they both 
headed, ever ordered domestic sur­ 
veillance of U.S. citizens. Under the 
terms of the law which created the 
CIA, the National Security Council has 
the authority to direct the agency to 
perform tasks not specified in the law. 
Colby has acknowledged that the 
agency conducted some limited 
domestic spy operations in an effort to 
uncover any foreign influence behind 
domestic unrest.

Postal Hike Merges Classes 


WASHINGTON (AP) - What effect 
is the Postal Service decision to merge 
air mail with first-class likely to have 
on future postage rate increases? 


The Postal Service doesn’t say in its 
request to the Postal Rate Commission 
for an opinion on the merger, but a new 
rate schedule expected this year is 
likely to eliminate a separate category 
for air mail and set 13 cents per ounce 
as the postage for domestic letters. 
If, as the Postal Service plans, the 
merger takes place while present rates 
are in effect, there will no longer be 
any reason to pay the 13-cent air mail 
rate — a letter with a 19-cent stamp 
will be treated the same as one with a 
13-cent stamp. 
The Postal Service plans to go ahead 
with the merger Aug. I, but even 
though the opinion of the Postal Rate 
Commission is not binding in this case, 
postal officials might delay the 
changeover if the commission has not 
made a decision by then. 
The commission, a regulatory body 
responsible for monitoring major 
changes in postal operations, must 
invite the public to comment on the 
merger and ask the Postal Service 
questions about it. The length of the 
process is hard to predict. 
Requirements involved in obtaining 
a postage rate increase are such that 
Oct. I is now seen as the earliest date 
that the Postal Service might be able 
to raise its rates. The service is 
operating in the red, and its expenses 
will rise further when negotiations 
under way with four unions lead to new 
contracts for 600,000 postal workers. 
Unless the Postal Service wants to 
go to fractional rates, 13 cents appears 
safe as the upper limit, for this year at 
least. 
Within IOO days of the date that it 
files a rate increase petition with the 
Postal Rate Commission, the Postal 
Service could raise the first-class rate 
by no more than one-third of the 
present 10-cent figure, but it could not 
go higher until the commission made a 
final decision. The rate-changing 
process involves delays that would al­ 
most certainly preclude such a 
decision this year. 
In disclosing its plans to merge air 
mail with first-class mail, the Postal 
Service stressed that most mail sent 
long distances now moves by air. It 
also promised that service for all mail 


under the new system will be as good 
or better than present air mail service. 
Service standards now call for air 
mail letters picked up by 5 p.m. to be 
delivered the next day in adjacent 
regions and within two days anywhere 
in the continental United States. 


On first-class mail, the objectives 
are next-day delivery in metropolitan 
areas and some adjacent areas, 
delivery within two days if the 
destination is less than 600 miles away, 
and delivery within ♦hree days for 
more distant points.

— Each 
summer, nesting birds flock to a 
wildlife refuge in northeastern Alaska. 
Caribou and other animals migrate 
through the wilderness area. 
If a natural gas transportation 
company has its way, a pipeline will 
cut through the refuge along a route 
that environmentalists claim will 
upset the birds’ propagating and mi­ 
grating patterns. But the company 
says that route would save money for 
natural gas customers. 
The Federal Power Commission 
begins hearings today on the proposal 
and on a proposed alternate route that 
would involve converting the gas to a 
liquid and transporting it 1,900 miles 
by ship. 
The commission is faced with 
competing plans offered by the El 
Paso Alaska Co., an affiliate of the El 
Paso Natural Gas Co., and the Alaskan 
Arctic Gas Pipeline Co., a group of 
pipeline and oil companies. 
The hearings, which are expected to 
continue until next autumn, will result 
in the commission deciding whether to 
grant permits to either company, or to 
recommend a compromise route. 
They will be held before Ad­ 
ministrative Law Judge Nahum Litt 
and will be divided into two phases, 
with the first considering technological 
and policy matters and the second fo­ 
cusing on environmental problems. 
El Paso wants to build an 809-mile 
pipeline, roughly parallel to the trans- 
Alaska oil pipeline now under con­ 
struction, from Prudhoe Bay on 
Alaska’s North Slope to Point Gravina 
on the state’s southern coast. 
At Point Gravina, the gas would be 
liquified, pumped onto a tanker, and 


shipped to Point Conception near Lob 
Angeles where it would be converted 
back to gas and piped to various 
distributing companies. 
The route offered by Alaskan Arctic 
would run a total of 2,625 miles, cutting 
through the Arctic wildlife refuge and 
the Yukon Territory, and splitting in 
the province of Alberta for two 
destinations: California and southern 
Pennsylvania. 
The two competing companies are 
transportation firms and do not own 
the estimated 22 trillion cubic feet of 
natural gas believed to be in the North 
Slope fields. But they hope to pump one 
trillion cubic feet of gas a year to 
distribution companies in the lower 48 
states. 
Ronald 
Wilson, 
an 
attorney 
representing an environmentalist 
consortium composed of the Sierra 
Club, the Wilderness Society, the 
National Audubon Society, and the 
Alaskan Conservation Society, said the 
Alaskan Arctic plan to run Hie pipeline 
through the refuge “is not a fit use for 
something set aside for wildlife.” 
He said groups in Alaska were still 
studying the possible damage the 
pipelines could cause the environment 
and that members of the consortium 
have not taken final positions on either 
proposal. 
Alaskan Arctic, disputing claims 
that its project would upset the wildlife 
refuge, says it offers the most en­ 
vironmentally sound transportation 
systemat a lower cost than that of­ 
fered by El Paso. Alaskan Arctic 
claims its route would operate more 
cheaply and would trim the cost of 
natural gas by an estimated $845 mil­ 
lion annually.

CHICAGO (AP) — Pet hamsters are 
blamed for an outbreak in 1973 of a 
serious flulike disease in upstate New 
York and elsewhere. 


The disease, called lymphocytic 
choriomeningitis, was diagnosed in 57 
New Yorkers — including 19 at 
Rochester — who had been in contact 
with hamsters. Another 55 cases were 
reported in six other states. 


It is estimated that as many as 4,000 
cases may have occurred in the United 
States at the same time, just after 
Christmas 1973, but went undiagnosed 
or were misdiagnosed. 


The rate of detection in New York is 
thought to be high because of a special 
public health program. 
Two reports on the outbreak appear 
in the May 5 issue of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association. 
About four million hamsters are sold 
in the United States each year, and 
more are produced through breeding 
by owners of the pets. 
Lymphocytic choriomeningitis is 
marked by fever, headache, severe 
muscle pain, eye pain, nausea and 


vomiting. Some patients had skin 
eruptions, others mental disturbances, 
and one pregnant woman had a 
miscarriage. 


The illnesses generally occurred 
eight to 12 days after contact with the 
infected hamsters and lasted from one 
day to two months. The patients 
ranged in age from 3 to 70 years. 


All of the hamsters had come trom a 
Florida distributor, who had obtained 
them from an Alabama breeder, and 
were sold through retail chain stores 
with 
pet 
departments 
around 
Christmas 1973. 
The hamsters themselves had no 
outward sign of illness but were found 
upon examination to have the virus 
which caused the disease in humans. 
Some of the patients who became ill 
had not touched the animals but had 
simply been in the same room or store 
area where they were kept.

resembles flu, other viral illnesses, 
mononucleosis and other diseases, the 
reports point out.

NECEDAH, Wis. (AP) - The 
Roman Catholic Church has in­ 
tensified its 25-year dispute with Mary 
Ann Van Hoof, a farm woman who 
says the Blessed Virgin appears to her. 
The Most Rev. Frederick W. 
Freking, bishop of the diocese of La 
Crosse, took new steps against 
promotion of the alleged visions last 
month by sending letters of personal 
interdict to Mrs. Van Hoof and six of 
her key followers, The Associated 
Press has learned. 
Interdict, used frequently against 
recalcitrant monarchs in medieval 
times, is almost unheard of today. 
Technically less severe than the 
more common excommunication, its 
effects are much the same. Persons 
under interdict are excluded from all 
sacraments except confession and will 
be denied ecclesiastical burial, though 
they are not specifically cut off from 
church membership. 
“It’s the first time in my 17 years as 
a bishop that I have issued personal 
interdict,” said Bishop Freking, who 
says he took the action with some re­ 
luctance to disassociate Mrs. Van Hoof 
and her shrine from the church. “It’s 
very uncommon.” 
“I’ve told Mrs. Van Hoof she can 
believe what she wants to,” he said. 
“But when she tries to get other people 
to believe it, then she has to submit to 
the authority of the church.” 
Ray Pritzl, a spokesman for Mrs. 
Van Hoof and one of those under in­ 
terdict, said, “We’d just like to accept 
it in a humble way.” 
Mrs. Van Hoof, 65 now, says she had 
her first vision of the Blessed Virgin in 
November 1949. She said there were 
eight more the following year. Some of 
them drew crowds estimated as high 
as 100,000 to the Van Hoof farm near

Social Security 
Deficits Coming 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Both short- 
range and long-range Social Security 
deficits are expected to be higher than 
previously projected, according to a 
report sent to Congress on Monday. 
Trustees of the four Social Security 
trust funds said that the big Old Age, 
Survivors and Disability Insurance 
program will for the first time this 
year pay out more than it will collect in 
payroll taxes. The deficit for the year 
is expected to total about $3 billion. 
Under current financing, trustees 
said, the reserves will be exhausted by 
1981. 
Projecting 75 years into the future, 
the trustees said the average annual 
deficit is expected to be about 5.3 per 
cent. The trustees’ report last year 
projected an average annual deficit of 
3 per cent over the next 75 years. 
The short-term financing problems, 
the report said, are created by higher 
than anticipated inflation, boosting 
Social Security benefits, and higher 
unemployment which results in less 
payroll tax income. 
The long-range deficit, the report 
said, results from an anticipated lower 
birth rate. The trustees said that the 
future work force is expected to result 
in a ratio of about IOO workers for 
every 50 Social Security beneficiaries 
by the year 2030. The current ratio is 
IOO workers for every 30 beneficiaries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Prices of 
grain-fed cattle have gone up about 50 
per cent from their depressed levels of 
last winter and livestock economists in 
the Agriculture Department say the 
upturn probably will continue for 
several more weeks. 
“That doesn’t mean we won’t see 
some back and forth movement,” 
George Hoffman of the department’s 
Economic Research Service told a 
reporter. “But it looks now like these 
prices will peak out in late May or 
early June.” 
I Ast week some choice-grade steers 
sold in Omaha for more than $48 per 
IOO pounds, compared with a low range 
of $30 to $32 per hundredweight in 
February and early March. 
On a quarterly basis, Omaha choice 
steer 
prices 
in 
January-March 
averaged $35.72 per IOO pounds, the 
lowest in more than three years. 
If the higher trend in fed cattle 
prices continues a while as USDA 
thinks, prices could exceed the 1974 
peaks of around $49 per IOO pounds set 
briefly last summer before they de­ 
clined precipitously through most of 
the fall and winter. 
Hoffman said that if farmers and 
ranchers have ample forage supplies 
from pastures and ranges it looks now 
as if cattle prices will hold up fairly 
well through the remainder of this 
year despite anticipated declines from 
current levels. 
But if feed supplies dry up, he said, 
that could force many more cattle to 
market prematurely and cause the 
market to break much more sharply 
than now expected. 
Department experts do not foresee a 
quick buildup in feedlot cattle num­ 
bers, however. Inventories of grain-fed 
cattle have shrunk the past year or so 
because of high feed costs in relation to 
market prices. 
As of April I, for example, feedlot 
inventories in 23 major beef producing 
states totaled fewer than 8.5 million 
head, down 31 per cent from a year 
earlier and 37 per cent below April I, 
1973. 
But so many cows and other cattle 
not fattened on grain have been 
marketed the past year that total beef 
production has been at record levels. 
In 1974, according to a new USDA 
review of meat production, beef output 
totaled 23.1 billion pounds, a nine per 
cent gain from 1973. Veal output 
Jury Finds 
In Favor Of 
Plaintiffs 


After nearly two and a half hours of 
deliberation, a jury of eight returned to 
the common pleas courtroom Friday 
evening at 7 p.m. with a verdict in 
favor of the plaintiffs.

The Bahamas are 700 scented 
boutonnieres on the bosom of the 
Atlantic Ocean. The water is pale 
green, so clear that I dropped 140 feet 
of line to the bottom and saw what 
appeared to be a busted sardine hit the 
bait. When he came up over the side of 
the boat, he was a four-and-a-half foot 
barracuda. 
Kelly and I fished all day and played 
roulette in the evening. We called it 
fish and chips. We made friends with 
Bahamians, a proud people whose 
chins were high and manners im­ 
peccable even when they were broke. 
A few years ago the islands achieved 
independence. The white thieves were 
driven from Bay Street in Nassau. The 
natives, with shiny black skin un­ 
polluted by other races, were elected 
to Parliament and wore white curled 
wigs in the manner of the British.

Some of our old friends were “busy” 
when we called. The clearest seas in 
the world, the flame of wild poinsettias 
on the hills, the avenues of royal palm 
trees were still there. The people, who 
had lived on fish and wild potatoes, 
could no longer endure the insolence of 
the laughing, sweating American who 
had the dollars. 
Kelly and I miss the islands. 
Tomorrow, we will toss luggage into 
Walter Lehmann Jr.’s “Sunnyside 
Up,” a 38-foot fiberglass Egg Harbor, 
and sail from Florida to Bimini.

Twice over 
the years we were caught in the wrong 
wind. The waves were like peaked 
roofs of bungalows and I fought the 
wheel for five hours. The compass 
spun 20 degrees to each side of our 
course. The old “Kellyo” lifted 
sidewards to reach the crest. Then it 
would slide 12 feet down into the 
trough, spume flying off the bows to 
sting the cheeks. 
Big oil tankers northbound use the 
Gulf Stream to pick up an additional 72 
miles per day. For “Sunnyside Up”— 
Marie Lehmann’s baby—this will be

WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Ford will hold his summit meeting 
with Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin here in mid-June, according to 
qualified U.S. sources. 
The visit, which follows Ford’s 
rendezvous with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat in Salzburg, Austria, 
June 1-2, is designed to smooth the way 
for a successful Geneva peace con­ 
ference on the Middle East. 
U.S. officials cautioned, however, 
that no final decision has been reached 
on how to proceed with Arab-Israeli 
negotiations beyond Ford’s separate 
sessions with Sadat and Rabin. 
Contrary to most reports, an in­ 
teragency task force headed by 
Undersecretary of State Joseph J. 
Sisco is not expected to complete its 
assessment of Middle East policy and 
Israel’s request for $2.5-billion in mili­ 
tary and economic aid for at least a 
month. 
When he called at the White House 
last month, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon proposed that Ford meet 
with Rabin. 
The aim is to reaffirm a “special 
relationship” with the Jewish state 
and overcome strains that developed 
with the collapse of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger’s Sinai mission in 
March.

Speaking Of Your Health

We’ve got a thumb sucking problem 
in our family. My husband is infuriated 
whenever he sees our five-year-old son 
suck his thumb. Are there any new 
ways to break the habit? 
Mrs. L. R. R., R.I. 
Dear Mrs. R.: 
The causes of thumb sucking are not 
new, and there are no new treatments. 
It is obvious that your husband is not 
aware of the psychological factors 
involved in thumb sucking. Because of 
his fury and the accompanying 
scolding and shaming, he is per­ 
petuating and more deeply inprinting 
the anxieties and insecurities of your 
child. 
Psychologists agree that thumb 
sucking is the outgrowth of fears, 
anxieties, insecurities and feelings of 
inadequacy. There also is a concept 
that the sucking reflex must be 
satisified during infancy. When this is 
thwarted, thumb sucking may be 
extended into early childhood. 
The best way to treat this problem is 
not to treat it. If parents are more 
relaxed, 
sympathetic 
and 
un­ 
derstanding, if they ignore the thumb 
sucking and try to learn what is 
creating it, then the problem will be 
resolved. 


Nagging, anger, shame and fury 
may make the child stop thumb 
sucking, but will undoubtedly induce 
other psychological problems that are 
not so obvious and therefore far more 
difficult to correct. 
Even at this early age, consultation 
with a psychologist or a psychiatrist 
may uncover the basic reason for your 
son’s anxiety. When this is eliminated 
the thumb sucking will usually stop. 


I have a hydrocele. Can this be 
cancerous?

Dear Mr. W.: 
A hydrocele is a collection of fluid 
surrounding the testicle. There are a 
number of different types and 
variations. 
None of them is dangerous. None 
indicates the possibility of cancer. 
They are cured easily by simple 
surgery. The results are excellent and 
they do not affect the fertility of the 
person.

Alan Greenspan, chairman of tile 
Council of Economic 
Advisers, 
predicted that unemployment at 
year’s end is likely to be just “a shade 
under where we are now.” 
But Greesnpan said he 
saw 
“distinctly hopeful evidence” of an 
economic rebound that will be between 
“moderate and vigorous” during the 
second half of the year. 
Most economists predict the rate will 
raise above 9 per cent before it begins 
a gradual decline later this year. 
Meanwhile, there were these 
economic developments: 
—The automobile 
industry is 
planning higher prices on 1976 models. 
Chrysler Corp. said Friday that higher 
costs make the price hikes inevitable. 
General Motors Corp. said earlier in 
the week that it was planning to raise 
prices on the new models. Neither 
company would say how much the in­ 
creases will be, but auto industry 
analysts say the hikes will be below the 
record price hikes of $450 on 1975 
models. 
—Texaco, Inc. announced a two- 
cent-a-gallon increase in the wholesale 
price of its gasoline. It will be up to gas 
stations and other retailers to decide 
whether to pass on the increases to the 
public, as is usually the case. 


No Price Hike 
For State Fair 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — John F. 
Evans, who takes over next week as 
manager of the Ohio State Fair, says 
he currently has no thoughts of rec­ 
ommending an increase in the $2 fair 
admission price. 
And Evans also opposes free mid­ 
way rides, mainly because that would 
require a “tremendous increase in the 
gate admission price.” 
The 56-year-old Champaign County 
com farmer assumes the fair post 
Thursday, succeeding Victor Lucas, 
who resigned last month. Evans said 
Lucas will stay as a consultant and 
temporarily as concessions manager. 
Evans, who served on the Ohio 
Expositions Commission for 10% years 
before his appointment as manager 
April 17, said his personnel policy will 
be based on performance, not politics.

Steel Price Hikes 
To Follow Demand

Automobile and appliance firms, 
which have been among the softest 
steel markets, got an earlier start than 
smaller firms on inventory reduction, 
Industry Week reported today. 
Steel users in general appear to be 
working off massive inventories at 
about 1.5 million tons a month, ac­ 
cording to the magazine. 
Three steel executives quoted by the 
magazine said they believe the runoff 
will be nearly completed by the third 
quarter of this year. 
The magazine also stated that orders 
for deliveries of steel in June were 
slightly greater than orders for May 
delivery, which in turn were higher 
than April delivery orders. 
Despite these indications, the 
publication reported, U.S. mill ship­ 
ments of steel this year will be far 
below estimates made at the beginning 
of the year.

Wiretaps Decline 
During 1974 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Federal and 
state authorities obtained 136 fewer 
wiretapping warrants from the courts 
last year than in 1973, but the cost of 
the electronic eavesdropping rose by 
$1 million, according to a report 
submitted to Congress. 
In an annual report required by a 
1968 law, the Administrative Office of 
U.S. Courts said Friday that 728 
warrants were obtained in 1974, com­ 
pared with 864 the previous year. 
There were 121 federal court wiretap 
orders in 1974, nine fewer than in 1973. 
State courts issued 607 tap orders, 
down 17 per cent from the record 734 a 
year earlier. New York and New 
Jersey led in taps at the state level.

Nursing Home Tips Given 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—Thousands of 
Ohioans will be shopping for a nursing 
home this year and social worker Ro­ 
sanna Scherer has some ideas about 
how they should go about it. 
“The best criteria are neatness and 
cleanliness,” said Mrs. Scherer. 
‘‘Most people are impressed by new 
construction, but that’s not nearly as 
important as how the facility is kept, lf 
everything is neat and clean, that will 
tell you a lot more than that the home 
is a good housekeeper.” 
Something like 55,000 Ohioans are 
patients in 1,040 nursing homes and an 
estimated 2,300 new patients enter 
homes each month. About 55 per cent 
of them are recipients of Medicaid and 
the rest are financed privately. 
“Look at the kitchen,” Mrs. Scherer 
advised persons seeking a home for a 


relative. “Look at the rooms, the com­ 
mon areas and the restrooms. Look at 
the appearance of the working per­ 
sonnel, particularly the aids. 
“Operators dress to meet the public, 
but a better insight into the home is 
how the workers dress.” 
Mrs. Scherer is information and 
referral supervisor at Dayton’s Health 
and Welfare Planning Council, but her 
experience with nursing homes also 
extends to her 80-year-old mother, a 
patient at Otterbein, a Methodist 
facility near Lebanon. 
It took two years before the mother 
could gain admittance to Otterbein, 
but Mrs. Scherer feels it was worth it. 
Shopping around is worth it, too, she 
believes. 
“Try to be at the home when meals 
are served,” she counseled nursing

home shoppers. “Look for the quantity 
and variety of food, whether tray 
warmers are used to keep food hot, 
whether patients are eating the food 
and what time it is served.” 
The quality and quantity of food is a 
major complaint about nursing homes, 
along with the attempt by some to get 
everything done with a single shift of 
staff, serving dinner before 5 p.m., she 
said. 
“See if the nurses and aids are 
spending time with the patients,” Mrs. 
Scherer said. 
If workers appear rushed, the home 
may be understaffed, she said. 
The state Department of Public 
Welfare publishes a booklet, “What 
You Should Know About Nursing 
Homes in Ohio,” which is free and 
could be helpful to prospective nursing 
home clients.

“Women Of Tile Revolution” was the 
subject of a paper given by Mrs.

May Ball Washington was the second 
wife of Augustine Washington. A son, 
George, was bom and when Augustine 
died the mother was alone to rear the 
small son. Mrs. Washington did not 
remarry and was referred to as the 
Widow Washington. 


George Washington married a young 
widow, Martha Curtis, the mother of a 
son and a daughter. Their step-father 
regarded them almost as a real son 
and daughter. 
Martha Washington looked after the 
huge Mt. Vernon estate during the 
absence of Gen. George Washington at 
the head of the Continental Army. 
During the summer all crops were 
raised and harvested and processed 
for use during the winter. In the fall 
Mrs. Washington collected warm 
clothing, blankets, boots and socks for 
the most distressed soldiers in the 
army. Patriots near the encampment 
shared what food and other necessities 
they could. 
A third woman of the American 
Revolution mentioned was Molly 
Pitcher. The nickname was a term of 
fellowship given by the soldiers whose 
lives she shared at a critical time 
during the war. 
On July 1st, 1778, three days after the 
Battle of Monmouth, Gen. Washington 
wrote in his official report to the 
Honorable Henry Syrens, president 
of the Continental Congress: “The 
extreme heat, the fatigue of the men 
from marching thr 
a deep sandy 
country almost w 
>uf water, several 
of whom d ed 
jneriean Army 
when it 
leu Monmouth Court­ 
house, a village of about 40 homes 
near Trenton, N. J., had covered more 
than 80 miles since leaving Valley 
Forge. 
In New Jersey even the animals 
became casualties of the weather. 
Gen. Washington’s horse collapsed on 
the b a t t l e d ’J of Monmouth. The in­ 
tense heat pro, c d i t a l to about 60 or 80 
men. 
The cry for water came from 
everywhere on that hot day of June 
28th, or so it seemed to the young 
woman carrying the pitcher of water 
from a spring near the battlefield and 
hurrying to the side of exhausted 
soldiers. “Water, over here, Molly! 
Bring that Pitcher over here.” and 
finally, “Molly, Pitcher!” This could 
have been how a famous name was 
bom. 
On the night of April 26, 1777, word 
reached the home of Col. Ludington 
that his 
militiamen were urgently 
needed in the town to support the 150 
Continentals against the British and 
Tories under Gov. William Tyron of 
New York. They were raiding and 
burning Danbury, Conn., a Patriot 
supply center. 
Col. Ludington’s militia was scat­ 
tered over a wide area and the 
exhausted messenger could go no 
further. Sybil Ludington convinced her 
father that she could spread the alarm. 
She mounted her horse carrying a 
large stick to prod her horse and knock 
on doors of the darkened houses. The 
militia 
responded 
and 
reached 
Ridgefield in time to drive the British 
back to their ship. 
Lydia Darragh’s claim to fame rests 
on a single different event. She and her 
husband, William Darragh, were 
Quakers from Ireland. On Dec. 2nd, 
Mrs. Darragh was advised from 
British General Howe that at 8 p.m. a 
meeting was to be held in her house 
and she was to have her family in bed 
at that time. On time the husband and 
children retired to their rooms.

Mrs. Darragh let the British officers 
in and retired to her room but could not 
sleep and crouching on the floor 
listened to military instructions. They 
were of a surprise attack by the British 
on the Continental Army. 
She told her husband the next day 
that they were in need of flour and she 
was going to the mill five miles away 
to replenish their supply. At the mill 
Lydia left her sack and continued to 
Whitemarsh, 15 miles away. She told 
her story and after a short rest went 
home. 
A few days later the British officer 
who had arranged for the meeting in 
her home came to her door and asked 
if the family had followed his orders. 
She truthfully answered yes but didn’t 
have to speak about herself. He said 
they were betrayed because as they 
were near the Washington en­ 
campment there were men at every 
point. It was in 1827 that recognition 
was given the woman, who in the role 
of a spy, had saved Gen. Washington’s 
army from disaster.

Job prospects for this spring’s 
newest crop of college graduates are 
dismal. 
Desperate students are queueing up 
for cracks at whatever is available, a 
campus phenomenon that is making 
college placem ent officials work 
harder and longer. 
Paul Ginsburg, dean of students at 
the University of Wisconsin, says it’s 
not unusual for 70 students to be 
waiting in line each day to discuss job 
possibilities. 
Charles 
Sunberg, 
placem ent 
director at UCLA, says, “I really don’t 
know what adjective to use to describe 
the situation. Bad? Worse? It’s the 
worst I’ve seen in many years.” 
Only for engineers, accountants and 
mathematics and science teachers is 
the employment outlook bright. But 
even in these areas, the number of job 
choices is considerably fewer than 
earlier anticipated. 
The College Placement Council, 
which is headquartered in Bethlehem, 
Pa., and compiles job offers received 
by 156 colleges and universities around 
the nation, says: 
“ Slim pickings for just about 
everybody but engineering candidates, 
and possibly accounting majors. Now, 
midway through the season, cutbacks 
appear to have hit engineering as 
well.” 
Doug Nichols, placement director at 
Shippensburg, P a., State College, 
says, “The cliche that a college 
education guarantees you a job is no 
longer true.” 
Jerry Richardson, assistant director 
of career planning at Ohio’s Bowling 
Green State University, blames the 
recession for the reduction in campus 
recruiting. 
“ A lot of companies are not quite 
sure what the economic picture is and 
are interviewing a little later than they 
used to,” Richardson says. “A lot of 
them aren’t going to make any offers 
until July.”

“Going to graduate school just 
because you can’t find a job is the 
wrong thing to do,” he said.

Nichols tells students they’ve got to 
do a lot more than ever before — be 
more mobile, more flexible and able to 
identify the alternatives.

Legislative Report 


By MYRL SHOEMAKER,

With the first day of May at hand, the 
111th General Assembly has at the 
most 60 calendar days 
(or ap­ 
proximately 25 Legislative days) left 
within which to enact H.B. 
155 
(Shoemaker), the biennial budget bill. 
Although work on the budget has had 
its problems, such as when Governor 
Rhodes withdrew his support from a 
plan to have corporations pay their 
income taxes on a quarterly basis, 
legislative leaders in both the House 
and the Senate remain optimistic that 
the July I passage deadline will be 
met. 


During the past week, Legislative 
activity increased as the 1,000 mark in 
bill introduction was met. Of this 
number, the House has introduced in 
excess of 755 bills, while the Senate has 
introduced over 260 bills. 
Floor action in the House has also 
remained lively, as evidenced by the 
fact that as of May 1,270 roll calls have 
been recorded in the House. Those 260 
roll calls represent my public position 
on legislation before the Ohio House. 
As a public official elected by you, I 
expect to be held accountable for my 
public votes cast openly on public 
issues. 


On Thursday, May I, the full House 
considered a bill (S.B. 85) sponsored 
by Youngstown Senator Harry Meshel 
which will require all new curbs or 
curbs 
under construction in 
a 
municipality or township to have a 
downward ramp at each crosswalk. 
The bill passed the Senate on March 
ll by a 31-0 vote, and represents a 
strong public policy commitment that 
government must be responsive to the 
needs of those who are disadvantaged. 
In this particular instance, the 
disadvantaged are wheelchair-bound 
individuals. 


members for compensation. Second, it 
prohibits board contracts from 
becoming binding on the board unless 
made or authorized at a regular or 
special meeting of the board. 
I mention action on H.B. 157 in an 
effort to direct your attention to Ohio’s 
approximately 617 school boards 
which directly govern the welfare and 
direction of our state’s primary and 
secondary education. 
In a recent poll conducted by the 
Gallup organization for the National 
School Board Association, the con­ 
clusion was reached that “ The 
national picture reveals that the 
people neither understand the func­ 
tions of the school board nor believe 
they should have most of the legal 
responsibilities which they now have.” 
A fact developed by the Gallup poll 
which helps support this conclusion 
was that 63 per cent of those polled 
across the United States could not 
name a single action undertaken by 
their school boards during the last 
year. 
School board members in Ohio are 
elected by the people, and should be 
responsible to the people, just as I 
expect to be held accountable for my 
actions to you. However, how can you 
hold school boards accountable unless 
you know what the boards do, and who 
the members of your board are? 


In an effort to further public con­ 
fidence in certain public officials, the 
Ohio House unanimously passed H.B. 
157, a measure sponsored by Cuyahoga 
County Representative Harry Leh­ 
man.

Ticks Should Be Removed 
By Established M ethods

Each year the tick population in Ohio 
increases, according to Bob Kramer of 
the Pickaway County Health Depart­ 
ment. 
And, because ticks can transmit 
diseases to humans, Kramer has 
outlined the proper methods of 
removing ticks once they become 
attached to the body. 
One method is to use foreceps and a 
needle, he says. 
Persons should insure that the 
equipment 
is 
sterilized 
before 
proceeding. The foreceps are used to 
grasp the tick near its mouthpart and 
lift gently upward and foreward. 
The needle should be inserted be­ 
tween the skin and the tick to pry it out. 
Disinfectant should be used. 
It is important, Kramer says, not to 
crush or break the tick before the 
mouthparts are pulled completely 
from the skin. 
The second method is to use some 
type of alcohol or turpentine and a 
cotton swab. 
The swab should be dipped in the 
solution and placed at the mouthpart of 
the biting tick. This will make the tick 


release its bite, he says, and back off. 
The area should be disinfected after 
the tick is removed. 


Certain procedures can greatly 
reduce the chance of being bitten by 
ticks, he says. 
These include keeping pants tucked 
in socks, shirt tail tucked in pants, and 
shirts buttoned at the wrist and neck; 
avoiding as much as possible contact 
with the ground or logs in bushy or 
high grass areas; keeping brush or 
weeds and grass cut back from paths 
in recreational areas; and checking 
for and removing ticks from pets. 
Questions concerning ticks and their 
removal will be answered by the 
Pickaway County Health Department 
staff.

The traditional school book lesson is

Regardless of this strong expression 
of support for an osteopathic school of 
medicine, the executive agency which 
would run the school, the Ohio Board of 
Regents, has said through its Chan­ 
cellor that, in so many words, it does 
not want the college. 
Does that statement mean that if the 
bill finally becomes law, and the 
$670,000 appropriation contained in the 
bill is sent to the Board of Regents, 
that the Board will not implement 
legislative policy? 
I certainly hope not.

lip p e r Michigan 
Canal Plan Studied 


DETROIT (AP) — Shippers are 
reviving a nearly century-old idea for 
a canal through Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula. 
Paul Trimble, president of the Great 
flakes Carriers Association, said a 
canal through the central U.P. may be 
more feasible than renovating existing 
locks at Sault Ste. Marie. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
presently is studying the possibility of 
building a new lock at the Soo or 
combining two smaller locks into one 
giant lock. 
Only one of the five locks at Sault 
Ste. Marie is capable of handling the 
thousand-foot freighters which are 
beginning to ply the lakes. 
Trimble said the move toward larger 
vessels points up a 
need for 
renovations at the locks. He said the 
big ships also need wider navigation 
channels on the St. Mary’s River. 
He said his group isn’t demanding 
the canal, but added: “We think it is an 
alternative to renovation of the Soo 
locks that should be explored.” 
The proposed canal would be only 38 
miles long, running from Au Train Bay 
on Lake Superior. Then, ships would 
pass through an existing waterway 
consisting of the Au Train River, Au 
Train Lake, Mud Lake, the Cleveland 
Cliffs Iron Co. water storage basin, the 
Whitefish River, and then into Little 
Bay de Noc on Lake Michigan. 
The canal would trim 300 miles off 
the trip from Lake Superior iron mines 
to the Lake Michigan steel plants. It 
also would circumvent the St. Mary’s 
River, where ice breaking in the 
winter causes problems for island 
residents. 
No costs have been estimated for 
either a new canal or renovations on 


Sociological M e e t 
Scheduled This W eek 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— More 
than 500 educators, students and 
professionals from 70 universities and 
colleges in the United States and 
Canada were expected to attend the 
50th annual North Central Sociological 
Association meeting this week. 
Topics for the three-day seminar 
hosted by Ohio State University’s 
department of sociology include sex 
roles, romantic love, marriage, 
racism, working women and the role of 
religion. 
The meeting began Sunday. 


the Soo locks. 
The idea for a central U.P. canal 
first surfaced in the 1820s and also was 
considered as a federal works project 
in the mid 1930s. 
During World War II, the War 
Department considered it as an 
alternative if the locks were destroyed. 
The U.S. Geological Service and the 
corps of engineers studied the 
possibility in the mid 1950s and decided 
such a project wasn’t economically 
feasible. 
But Trimble said new factories on 
I^ake Superior and increasing demand 
for coal make conditions more 
favorable. 


This week the Senate approved a 
Senate Joint Resolution providing for 
joint election of the Governor and 
lieutenant Governor. If approved by 3- 
5 of both chambers of the legislature, it 
will go on the November ballot as a 
proposed amendment to the Ohio 
Constitution. 
This and two other resolutions at­ 
tempt to remedy a situation which 
resulted in the so-called “six day war” 
last January. 
At that time the 
Democrat majority in the General 
Assembly pushed through six par­ 
tisan bills and sent them to then 
Governor 
Gilligan 
without 
the 
customary signature of Lt. Governor 
John W. Brown, a Republican. 
Because of this and other procedural 
defects, the constitutionality of these 
bills is now being examined in court. 
Besides eliminating partisan dif­ 
ferences between the Governor and Lt. 
Governor, a joint election could 
promote more 
meaningful par­ 
ticipation of the Lt. Governor in the 
Executive branch of government. 
Present law only stipulates that the Lt. 
Governor shall preside over the State 
Senate and serve in the Governor’s 
place in his absence or removal. 
However, a joint election scheme 
has some negative aspects as well. 
There is a greater chance of electing 
an unqualified Lt. Governor on the 
coattails of a strong gubernatorial 
candidate since the latter will be under 
greater public scrutiny. This provision 
also reduces 
governmental 
ac­ 
countability to the people by reducing 
the number of independently elected 
state officers. Joint election of the 
Governor and Lt. Governor is provided 
for in 18 of the 41 states which 
presently have a Lieutenant Governor. 
There seems to be a trend in this 
direction, but precipitous action 
merely because it is “the thing to do” 
would not be in the best interests of 
Ohioans. Ohio’s system has insured 
accountability and served the people in 
good stead. It should be changed only 
with sufficient justification. 
The House passed and sent to the 
Senate a bill to clarify the law con­ 
cerning when a motorist may pass a 
stopped school bus. According to the 
sponsor, the bill requires drivers to 
stop at least IO feet ahead of or behind 
a stopped bus, but allows drivers to 
pass when approaching from the op­ 
posite direction on at least a four-lane 
highway. 
It 
also 
removes 
the 
prohibition against bus drivers 
flashing red warning lights in business 
districts, on urban arterial streets, or 
at intersections with traffic lights. 
Revenue estimates for the 1976-77 
biennium are now the subject of at­ 
tention in the Senate Finance and 
House 
F inance-A ppropriations 
Committee. The biennial budget will 
by law originate in the House, but 
hearings are being coordinated be­ 
tween the two chambers. 
Revenue estimates for the two-year 
period cannot be precisely forecast 
due to unknown changes in the

economy. However, they can be 
estimated on the basis of certain likely 
events or trends. Figures come from 
the Governor’s Office of Budget and 
Management, the legislative Budget 
Commission and the State Auditor. 
The former governor also forecast 
projected revenue levels for 1976-77 
before leaving office. 
Since Ohio’s Constitution prohibits 
deficit financing, the state budget 
must yield a surplus or at least be 
balanced. Subcommittes of the House 
and Senate Finance Committees must 
ensure that expected expenditures do 
not exceed projected revenues, and 
that there is enough flexibility in the 
budget to allow for unforseen changes 
in either expenditures or revenues.

TOMBSTONE, Ariz. (AP) - The 
Tombstone Epitaph, a lengendary 
frontier newspaper which chronicled 
the Old West’s shootouts, is winning its 
struggle for survival, thanks to 13 
University of Arizona students and 
their professors. 
“These so-called kids have given us 
older persons some insight into their 
ability,” says Mayor Jack Hen­ 
drickson, owner of the Lucky Cass 
Restaurant here. “It seems some of 
these kids have more ability than us.” 
E arlier this year, the weekly 
Epitaph came dangerously close to 
publishing its own obituary. Tomb­ 
stone, once a colorful mining city of 
thousands, had dwindled to little more 
than 1,000. 
For the Epitaph, that spelled 
declining revenue and a local cir­ 
culation of barely 300. 
The first issue of the Epitaph hit the 
bustling streets of Tombstone on May 
I, 1880. For decades, it covered the 
adventures of pistoleros and lawmen, 
including Wyatt Earp, from a ram­ 
bling adobe building not far from the 
O.K. Corral. 
Today, University of Arizona 
students work from an office at the 
Chamber of Commerce, sending their 
stories back to the Tucson campus for 
editing and eventually to a com­ 
mercial printer for publication. 
The new arrangement dates to early 
this year, when the skidding economy 
forced newspaper owner Harold Love 
of Detroit to stop the weekly pub­ 
lication. 
He donated the paper’s name to the 
university journalism department in 
February. In return, 13 students in the 
department’s community newspapers 
project class began publishing it 
biweekly. 
The university does not accept 
display advertising and gives the 
paper away free of charge, depending 
on grants and money within the 
journalism department budget to fi­ 
nance the operation. 
“It’s strictly a local newspaper,” 
says instructor Phil Mangelsdorf. 
“Right now we don’t take advertising, 
although free classified advertising is 
accepted.” 
Mangelsdorf says he feels his 
department has enough money to keep 
the paper going for a year and should 


be able to arrange financing to con­ 
tinue it after that. Meanwhile, his stu­ 
dents are receiving valuable ex­ 
perience, he says. 
The latest issue of the paper, the fifth 
since students took it over, came out 
May 2. That’s the newspaper’s 95th 
birthday. 


Rarest Shells Found 
In Stomachs O f Fish 


GREENVILLE, Del. (AP) — Some 
of the world’s rarest sea-shells come 
from the bellies of fish. 


Enterprising collectors are finding 
the most-prized specimens by catching 
and opening shell-eating fish in South 
Africa, the Philippines and Brazil, 
according to Dr. R. Tucker Abbott, a 
conchologist — shell scientist — at the 
new Delaware Museum of Natural 
History here. 
A report on ex pisces (out of fish) 
mollusks appears in “Kingdom of the 
Seashell,” a book written by Dr. 
Abbott. 
It reveals that shells removed from 
the stomach of fish have brought an 
estimated $20,000 from collectors over 
a four year period. Many of these ex 
pisces specimens are obtainable only 
from fish predators because they live 
in inaccessible shallow-water places. 


Rare cone shells are often eaten by 
fish. These specimens include Glory- 
of-lndia, the Glory-of-Bengal and, 
perhaps the rarest of all ex pisces 
shells, the Du Savel Cone. It is known 
from only one specimen; it came from 
a fish caught off Mauritius in 1871 in 
180 feet of water.

Buys Listed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Measured in 
terms of what consumers pay for 
actual units of protein, the body 
building ingredient in food, dry beans 
and peanut butter are the best buys 
and veal cutlets and bacon the worst. 
The Agriculture Department said 
today that based on retail prices of 
selected food items early this year, 12 
cents worth of dry beans provided 20 
grams of protein while it took 78 cents 
worth of bacon to provide the same 
amount. 
According to the figures published in 
“Food and Home Notes” by the 
department’s Agricultural Research 
Service, 16 cents worth of peanut 
butter also would yield 20 grams of 
protein, about one-third the daily 
amount recommended for a 20-year- 
old man. 
To get 20 grams of protein, a person 
would have to eat 71 cents worth of 
veal cutlets or 69 cents worth of por­ 
terhouse steak, the figures showed. 
Other examples of how much you 
would have to spend to get 20 grams of 
protein included : enriched white bread 
19 cents; 
hamburger 21; 
eggs 
21;chicken22; ham34; salami 44; pork 
chops 56; and lamb chops 68.

schedules are all in now, and 
it appears that viewers are in 
for more chuckles and very 
concentrated crime-stopping 
on TV when September rolls 
around.

Americans Somber 
Over Loss O f Vietnam

The guns are silent and few are sorry 
for that. 
But to a nation accustomed to 
celebrating peace with ticker tape, the 
war in Vietnam ended, in the minds of 
many Americans, 
only 
in 
dis­ 
illusionment, frustration, anger, 
confusion. 
“A senseless tragedy,” said Con­ 
stance Gordon, a Chicago librarian, 
interviewed after church services. 
“More than 55,000 killed and hundreds 
of thousands wounded — what do you 
say to that? Senseless tragedy is the 
only way to put it.” 
“I breathed a sigh of relief when it 
was finally over,” said Richard Scott, 
a 33-year-old telephone company 
executive from Omaha. “But it was a 
sad sigh. Even with the kind of effort 
we gave, it was all really to no avail.” 
Those were the fundamental feelings 
of scores of their countrymen 
questioned at 
random 
by 
The 
Associated Press at their jobs and 
homes aand churches in cities and 
towns and villages across the land. 
Some, utterly drained by the 12-year 
Indochina experience, were too 
benumbed even to follow closely the 
daily accounts of the fall of Saigon; a 
Vietnam veteran in Philadelphia, pre­ 
occupied with his own problem of 
unemployment, was not aware a day 
later that the war had ended. 
Others, as if reflecting the promise 
of spring after winter’s rains and 
ruins, preferred to look not behind but 
ahead with hope. 
“It is time that as a country we begin 
anew, that our centennial and the end 
of our involvement in Southeast Asia 
may offer us an opportunity to 
recapture the ideals upon which our 
country was founded ...,” said The 
Rev. William Pegg in a Sunday sermon 
at the Ontario Street Methodist Church 
in Buffalo, N.Y. 
Edgar Crossman, a New York stock­ 
broker, had been a staunch supporter 
of that involvement. “But I’m past 
feeling defeated,” he said. “I would 
rather look to the future.” 
The underlying national mood — 
dejection tempered by optimism — 
had, however, a number of shadings. 
To those whom the war touched 
personally the end was especially 
cruel. 
Mrs. 
Howard Donald of 
Tamaqua, Pa., lost a son. He was 19. 
“He thought he was doing the right 
thing and was there for the right pur­ 
pose,” she said. “Now it’s all gone 
down the drain and it hurts. What did 
he die for?” 
Joe Funn, a Wheeling, W.Va., 
banker, 
also lost a son, 
but his 
frustration was of a different sort. 
“Yes, 
I’m disillusioned, 
but not 
bitter,” he said. “My wife and I are 
disillusioned with the government 
officials 
who would not allow the 
military to win the war. That is the 
tragedy of Vietnam.” 
Unlike Funn, some who shared his 
view still harbored bitterness. 
“In my opinion, with our failure to 
win, we dealt a death blow to the 
democratic way of life,” said Rich­ 
mond, Va., City Councilman Nathan J. 
Forb, a lumberman. “It 
was the 
saddest day of my life when it sank in 
that we had lost the war in Vietnam.” 
Azhariah Jennings, a 52-yearold 
father of three, from Peabody, Mass., 
said he was a hawk during the war and 
his feelings haven’t changed. “What 
we’ve done is taken the easy way out. 
Vietnam represents a lack of will, and 
it doesn’t portend well for the future.” 
An Air Force veteran in Spokane, 


Wash.: “We should have blown Hanoi 
off the map five years ago.” 
A Dallas housewife: “We made 
idiots of ourselves.” 
Curiously, or perhaps not so 
curiously, persons now claiming to 
have been opposed to the war all along 
seemed far in excess of the numbers 
who actively opposed it during its 
progress. 
“We never should have been there in 
the first place,” was a line tirelessly 
repeated. When M.A. Duvemay said 
it, however, he seemed utterly 
believable. 
“We never knew the politics of the 
war,” said Duvemay, a portly, 54- 
year-old New Orleans postman. “We 
were like the British in the American 
Revolution, out there fighting a war we 
didn’t like or understand, getting shot 
by people in the woods.” 
Those who did participate in antiwar 
demonstrations were, by and large, 
not inclined toward smugness. 
Marriner Eccles, a Salt Lake City 
banker, said he was one of the first 
businessmen in his county to oppose 
the war strongly a decade ago. Now 
that it is over, he politely declines to 
comment. 
At Southern Illinois University in 
Carbondale, once the scene of antiwar 
protest, the campus mood was almost 
somber. The only thing he really 
noticed, said University President 
Warren W. Brandt, was a spontaneous 
“reaching out to help the 40 Viet­ 
namese students on campus who may 
have families trapped in Vietnam.” 
Reaching out to help Vietnamese 
refugees was, in the nation as a whole, 
another matter. 
A priest from the Archdiocese of 
Hartford, Conn., gave eight radio and 
TV sermons during the weekend on 
“What would Christ to do today with 
the Vietnamese refugees,” and a 
$36,000-a-year 
Dallas 
executive, 
himself a Cuban refugee, had no 
misgivings about the welcome he 
would give them. 
Others, however, usually citing the 
current economic downturn, weren’t 
so sure. 
“I don’t think children in America 
should be hungry,” said William M. 
Galloway, a Hyattsville, Md., filling 
station 
m anager 
whose 
view 
represented a sizeable minority. “If 
you can raise the money for refugees, 
you should feed the people here.”

Scarce building supplies will become 
even harder to obtain if Americans 
continue to move away from the heart 
of cities and build new homes and of­ 
fices, Allen Pritchard Jr. told the 
National Urban Policy Roundtable 
here. 
Pritchard told the urban policy 
leaders at a two-day seminar last week 
that “up to now , we have thrown the 
central city away. The attitude has 
been ‘don’t fix up a 30-year-old house, 
abandon it and move away.’” 
With that attitude, deterioration sets 
in, bringing on crime and social 
problems and increasing government 
service costs, he said. 
Pritchard was one of 25 persons who 
met at the Center for Contemporary 
Problems here Thursday and Friday. 
The purpose of the roundtable was to- 
discuss better ways of coping with 
what Pritchard termed the “aging 
process.” 
The private business sector needs 
incentives to return to the central city, 
Pritchard said.

“ We don’t want our town turned into 
a coal dump,” Hall, the head of the 
community group said. 
Vigilance also lives along U.S. 52, a 


few hundred feet from the dock site. 
He maintains he doesn’t want to turn 
the town into a coal dump; reminding 
that he lives along the road too. 
Residents had hoped to block the 
dock with the argument that homes in 
the area, a 
onetime refuge for 
runaway slaves, should be preserved 
as historical sites. 
A preliminary report from the Corps 
of Engineers in March was not en­ 
couraging, however. 
The Corps termed Burlington an 
industrial area and concluded the 
facility will provide a more efficient 
and economical means for trans 
porting coal from eastern Kentucky 
and West Virgina to commercial users. 
Hall says the group won’t give up. 
“This is a community and we should 
have some power over our own lives, 
some right to privacy.”
